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Applicant's arguments filed June 15, 2005 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

1 . In the remarks, Applicant argued in substance that (a)Millar appears to teach that the 
mobile station includes software modules for implementing a particular service feature software 
and not system/network indepent features (b) The Applicant does not teach wake-up graphics, 
hiding or displaying control menu items, subscriber identity module lock settings, encryption and 
decryption features. 

2. Examiner respectfully traverses Applicant's remarks. 

3. As to point (a), the rejection shows how Millar meet the limitations as broadly claimed. 
In fact, Miller meets "storing configuration data in a memory device in the mobile station (page 

4. lines 1-5), wherein each set of configuration data defines an operating configuration for 
system/network independent features on the mobile station (page 3, lines 1 1-16) as braodly 
claimed by Applicant. 

4. As to point (b), Applicant's teachings "In the case of mobile phones, for example, the 
physical design of the phone may be the same for all variants of a product, but some of the basic 
control features may operate differently. Typically, each customer of the manufacturer, typically 
a service provider, requires a different variant type having different control features. These basic 
control features could include wake-up graphics, default network settings, hiding or displaying 
control menu items, subscriber identity module (SIM), lock setting and encryption/decryption 
features " (para. 0004) read-on the claim limitations.
